REVIVING OLD 
RAILWAY PLANS 


Take Road from Washington 
to 
Gettysburg before 
Maryland 
Public 
Service 
Commission. 
Purpose of the Promoters. 


The long standing project of build- ( 
ing * railroad from Hyattsville, 
to 
Gettysburg, 
was 
revived yesterday 
when 
application 
was made to the 
Public Service Commission of Mary­ 
land by the Washington, Westminster 
and Gettysburg Railroad Company to 
sell $6110,000 in bonds, $144,000 prefer­ 
red and $100,000 common stock. The 
commission fixed August Hi as the 
date for the hearing of the petition. 
The company also filed with 
the j 
commission a petition for the exten­ 
sion of the life of its charter. 
This 
petition was granted. 
The promoters of 
the 
enterprise 
declare that their delay in beginning 
construction has been due to the ill- I 
ness of gentlemen 
interested 
with 
them and to other causes. 
The proposed road would extend 
through Prince Georges, Howard and 
Carroll counties, Md. At W estminster 
it would pursue a line almo t direct 
north, connecting with the I rederick 
Division of the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road, by w'hich a route would he open 
to York and thence to 
Philadelphia 
and New York, as well as to H arris­ 
burg and western points. 
Such a line, it is contended, would 
meet 
all the 
requirements 
of 
the 
‘■freight 
cutoff ’ 
around 
Baltimore 
which the 
Pennsylvania 
Company 
planned several years ago. 
It 
was 
derued the right to construct a line 
in the nearby suburbs of Baltimore 
and was restricted to a route which 
contemplated a line from

.Station, on the Philadelphia, Balti­ 
more and W ashington Road, near the

line,

The balance in the state treasury 
is now shorter than it has been for 
many years ami requisitions for more 
than $500,000, 
made by heads of de­ 
partments of the state government, 
have been held up by State T re a su r­ 
er Young.
